M'CARGAR HAS NARROW 


ESCAPE FROM HORRIBLE 


DEATH BY ACCIDENT. 


In trying to board a Twelfth street 


.electric car this morning at the corner

"We are informed that originally any 


surplus Iri these sums was retained by the 
Treasurer, but after a recent decision a 
refund was made by him, settling this 
account to the end of the year 1905. j.ne 
amount deducted during the present year 
was $243.59. We are told by the deputy 
treasurer that personal bills of the late 
Treasurer were paid out of this fund by 
the latter's authority. Whether there Is a 
balance on this account repayable to the 
county depends on the legal question as 
to whether the Treasurer Is personally 
entitled to these sum*.

Twentieth streets. 
Questions were asked as to the macad- 
amizing-, etc., of Bast Fourteenth street 
from Twelfth to Fifteenth avenues. Mr 
Welch stated that he had been informed 
by City Engineer Turner that this work 
had been held up awaiting the change 
of gauge of the tracks of the Oakland 
Traction Consolidated at that point.

A letter from Miss Ford was found 
While couched In the simplest words. It 
carried a world of pathos and eloquently 
vouched for her Innocence and the ter- 
rible strain under which she labored 
She said In part:

As God Is my Judge, I am

The funeral of Amos Roberts, Cali- 


fornia pioneer and man of affairs this 
afternoon marked the close of one of 
the most unique- and picturesque ca- 
reers in the history of this State. It 
was held at the family residence, 1219 
Grove street, at 2:30 o'clock, and the 
Rev. Charles R. Brown, pastor of the 
First Congregational Chuch, officiated. 
Interment was in Mountain View Cem- 
etery. 
Amos Roberts was one of the few re- 


maining- pioneers who made the early 
history of California. He was born in 
Bangor, Me, seventy-seven years ago. 
and when a lad of ten years reverses 
In the family fortunes forced him to 
make his own way in the 
world. He 


worked his way through the one acad- 
emy at, Bangor, doing- chores 
on a 


neighboring farm ani teaching writ- 
Ing- during the long summer and win- 
ter vacations. 
In 1852 the gold ex- 


citement brought him to 
California, 


He came by the way of Panama and he 
was one of the 1010 passengers on the 
Great Northern, that was wrecked at 
Acapulco that year. 
The passengers 


were landed with difficulty, but many 
died of vellow fever during- the two 
months that they w^ted for succor 
Finally a schooner observed their sig- 
nals of distress and took the survivors 
to San Francisco. 


Arriving in California, Roberts en- 


gaged In mining for a time and made 
sufficient monev to buy a hotel in Sac- 
ramento 
He was a boniface for only 


six days when the disastrous nre o* 
1852 deprived him of his property. H<- 
went to Colusa and for ten years en- 
gaged in mercantile pursuits Later he 
moved to Vacaville, 
where 
he 
was 


elected and served a term as Sheriff 
of Solano county during the troublous 
times of the early 70's. At Benlcia and 
Sulsun he became known as a breeder 
of fine sTieep, that were sought for by 
breeders throughout the United States 
and Europe 
In 1876 he gave ap -the 


sheep Industry and came to Oakland, 
where he had lived ever since. 


GETS A FORTUNE. 


Several times Roberts acquired for- 


tunes, that were lost in speculations. 
He was a member of the well known 
firm of brokers, Berry, 
Wolfskin 
& 


Roberts. Fulton 
G. Berry, 
now of 


Fresno, was one of the merrbers of 
this firm, and E. TV Wolfskin of the 
Bank of Winters, now a government 
contractor In the Philippines, was an- 
other 
Mr. Roberts delighted to tell 


how one v>eek he was rated as a mil- 
lionaire and the next he could not se- 
cure a position as a driver for a gro- 
cer's delivery -nagon 
About that.time 


he opened and conducted the Roberts 
House, at 
Ninth 
and Washington 


streets, hut speculation In real estate 
removed the necessity for that sort of 
drudgery. 
When he died he was In 


comfortable financial circumstances. 


While a clerk at Colusa In 18B9 Rob- 


erts married Miss Martha Cooper, the 
youngest daughter of Major Stephen 
Cooper, whose train of prairie schoon- 
ers was a part of the famed Donner 
party 
After crossing the continent in 


1S46 
Major Cooper and Donner dis- 


agreed regarding the route, and the 
members of the Donner party^declded 
to go to Oregon- Despite the -warning 
of Major Cooper that a storm was im- 
pending, the Donner party went to the 
northward, toward a body of water 
now known as 
Donner 
Lake 
The 


next day the Donner 
party became 


snowbound and entered upon the In- 
numerable sufferings that are now a 
part of history 
Major Cooper's train 


came on to California without mishap, 
and the next year, 1847, they gave the 
first Fourth of July celebration ever 
given in California. It was a dinner at 
Tountville, Napa county, and one of 
Cooper's daughters, who afterward be- 
came the wife of John Wolfskin, made 
a flag on which was inscribed, "Cali- 
fornia is ours as long as the stars re- 
main." 
An Englishman In tha party 


threatened to shoot down the flag, and 
was tersely told by Major Cooper, who 
was a descendant of John Hancock 
and a kinsman of Daniel Boone and 
Kit Carson, and had seen service -with 
Fremont, that his head would follow 
the nag. There was no shooting. 


The ^deceased leaves a widow, Mrs 


Martha Cooper Roberts, two children, 
Emma L Roberts, a well-known artist, 
and Frank A Roberts, and a grand- 
daughter. Miss 
Lizzie Roberts Rich.

The President flisunderstood. 


In Saturday's TRIBUNE Mr. H. B. McGowan takes issue with 


what the President had to say to the Gompers labor delegation. 
While admitting that he had not lead what the President had to 
say, he inferred THE TRIBUNE meant that he struck out at the 
vvorkmgmen in saying "he spoke from the shoulder." 
In his mind s 


eye OUT correspondent saw the labor delegation reeling under blows 
t'rom the Presidential fist. It is a pity he did not read what the 
President said. It is not too late for him to do so now; if he does, 
\ve guarantee that he will have the pleasure of reading as straight, 
sound and wholesome a talk as ever came before his notice. 


Mr. McGowan is grieved 
and disappointed that eight hours 


have not been made a day's \vork on the Panama canal 
He has 


been shown that Americans cannot do hard labor in such a climate, 
nor will they work for the wages that men of other nations ^are glad 
to accept. But he wants to know why an eight hour day is not as 
good for black, brown or red men ,as for white men. The eight 
hour law was enacted to apply to Americans in the United States, 
not for the benefit of laborers of other races in other lands. It is a 
wonder that Mr. McGowan did not demand that the canal be dug 
by union labor paid the American scale of wages. It would then 
become a scheme of beneficence for other people who would not ap- 
preciate the benevolence, while the American taxpayers would have 
to pay three or four prices for piercing the Isthmus with a waterway. 


The President's refusal to endorse the proposition to ^deprive 


the Federal courts of the power to issue writs of injunction also 
causes Mr. McGowan dissatisfaction. He forgets that the writs of 
injunction issued in industrial disputes constitute only a trifling per- 
centage of the whole number, and that many 
more 
injunctions 


against labor organizations are issued by State courts than emanate 
from the Federal courts. He assumes that the writ of injunction 
is almost exclusively employed against labor unions, ignoring iU 
general purpose and general use as a protection against threatened 
injury to person or property that would be irreparable. 


Mr. McGowan assumes also that all public right is centered in 


the- labor unions. According to his view, non-union men, employers 
and capitalists have no rights, or least no rights worthy of respec 
and entitled to protection. 
Lastly, he ignores the important fact 


that the President favors restricting the issuance of injunctions in 
labor disputes, and points out that insistence on depriving th 
courts of all power to enjoin will inevitably defpat the bill to restrict 
It may be added that Congress has no power to deprive the court, 
of their inherent and constitutional powers, even if doing so would 
not expose person and property to all sorts of irremedial wrong. 


' Apparently Mr. McGowan would establish a government by 


labor union, which would be necessarily proscriptive in characte 
and destructive of the rights of all citizens not members of labo 
unions. This is not admissible, and if Mr. McGowan will onl) 
acquaint himself with the President's views he will discover tha 
Mr. Roosevelt is neither hostile to labor organizations nor to th 
general objects they are attempting to promote.

of proselytism by the sword. It is a policy that is without warrant 
in the teachings of the Savior, and finds no justification in the or- 
ganic law of a nation dedicated to religious and civil liberty. 
If 


the American troops are subduing the Moros and other recalcitrant 
tribes in the Philippines merely to make them sensible of the ad- 
vantages in this world and the next of adopting the Christian faith,' 
our government is doing precisely what Mohammed and his suc- 
cessor5: did in aiding the spread of Islam. General Howard's idea 
of the duty of our government in regard to the Filipinos does the 
moti\es of the American people an injustice, and is an implied re- 
proach to the policy which dictated the acquisition of the islands. 
The United States are not in the business of making Christians with 
the sword or anything else. Nobody has any right to assume that 
Providence has ordained for us to engage in interfering with the 
religions of people who come under our flag. If there is no better 
excuse for the retention of the Philippines than the one offered by 
General Howard, there is little indeed to justify the American oc- 
cupation of the Philippines.

that he received only $12 for his labor 
and that he thought It Impossible for 
any mnn to live on the amount he 
would have left after paying the sum 
allotted to his \vICe. But Judge Mack 
was firm, and the decree was entered. 
When asked how a man could buy his 
food, a place to sleep, nig clothing and 
other necessary Incidentals, on S3 per, 
Judge Mack- said: 


"That's easy. A man can do a great 


many things when he has to. When It 
comes to a case of keeping my child- 
ren from starving I could live on $3 
per week. Just as Reinhart or any 
other man cnn do. Xow this man has 
no rent to pay, as I understand, and if 
he can't escape starvation, let him 
come to me. I will show him."

Two remaining tablets were sen t to a chemist. He said they were com- 


posed of corrosive sublimate, and .Mis s Morton had taken them just often 
enough to produce the cumulative effe ct which resulted In her death.

NEW YORK, March 26.—Some weeks since, address- 


1 ing a company of young people, I urged upon them the 


necessity of a life of purity and sobriety as tho very 
foundation stones of good success. I pointed out that 
business bars drinking men, that competition has become 
so keen that every line of business Is beginning to shut 
Its doors absolutely to the drinking man, and that only 
men of steadfast habits could find employment. 
Thus, 


while business competition Is promoting sobriety among 
men, among our women of leisure there has been an alarm- 
Ing Increase of the drink habit. I was not speaking for 
entertainment or applause. I realized thai the bright days 
of youth, when the heart is tender and smiles and tears 
so quickly chase each other, must have their hours of re- 
flection and sober thought. The good seeds of virtue must 
b«j then planted. I spoke strongly, because I felt deeply. 
I spoke of the common sights in the brilliant cafes of this 
city, where wealth abounds and beauty smiles, where wo- 
men old and young, often girls In their teens, are drinking 
cocktails, whisky straight, wines of all kinds—drinking as 
freely and as frequently as the men. 


I hesitate not to say that these sights I have myself 


witnessed during years of observation—I have seen Just 
what the ordinary obesrver may see almost nightly at 
Martin's. Sherry's, 
the Waldorf, the Astor, and scores of 


other cafes where respectable men and women are wont 
to gather. 


ADDRESS RAISED OUTCRY AMONG WOMEN. 


Immediately there were violent protestations 
from 


women, and especially from those earnest advocates of 
"woman's rights," who are Inclined to look upon men as 
their natural enemies and hereditary oppressors. 
The ex- 


treme sensitiveness -on the part of men to speak ol 
woman's faults, on pain of being condemned as lacking 
h: chivalry, has stood In the way of frankness of utter- 
ance.

gen, or as soon as the oxidations are 
stopped by potassium cyanide.

increasing in gravity until the end, 
which was quiet and peaceful. Friends 
of the family are Invited to view the 
remains from.

funeral will be on Wednesday, at 10 
o'clock In the morning, at the East 
Lawn Cemetery. 


A NOTABLE CAREER. 


Frederick 
Cox was born January 


16, 1828, In Somersetshire, 
England, 


his family there being one of the old 
families of the land. His father was a 
farmer, and died when the son was 
still a minor. The lad attended school 
n his native land and under private 
nstruction, and was 
also 
educated 


near Brldgewater until he was seven- 
teen, when with his family he came to 
the United States, arriving In the fall 
of 1846. He remained a few months in 
New York City, and then went out to 
Wisconsin, where he secured employ- 
ment In a butchering establishment, 
at Kilburntown, now a part of the 
city of Milwaukee. 
He 
was 
there 


salesman, bookkeeper and general aid, 
until the spring 
of 
1850, when he 


crossed the great plains to California 
with a party of six, driving a team of 
lorses throughout the long journey, 
•md enduring much hardship. He ar- 
rived in California July 17, 1850, lo- 
cating at Hlnggold, 
In 
El 
Dorado 


County, where he secured employment 
for eight months, when he purchased 
the establishment, soon 
discharging 


the liability Involved in the transac- 
tion. It was at Rlnggold that he met 
Lloyd Tevls, who afterward became 
one of the money kings of California, 
nnd with J. B. Haggln, formed the 
famous firm so well known in this 
State for decades. 
Until Mr. Tevis' 


death he and Mr. Cox were bosom 
friends. 


IN CARSON VALLEY. 


In the spring of 1851 Mr. Cox went 


to Carson Valley and engaged in the 
purchase 
of 
livestock 
as 
It 
was 


brought on the tide of immigration. 
The fall of that year ha bought, with 
Charles Bonstcll, a butcher shop at I 
Salmon Falls, El Dorado County, but 
later went to. Shingle Springs, 
and j 


dealt In land and livestock and the 
butchering business. 


In the spring of 1852 C. W. Clarice 


purchased a half Interest in his busi- 
ness, and ever since the partnership 
between them has existed. 
In 1S54 


sessions in grazing lands especially 
are exceedingly large. 


All the while their business head- 


quarters have 
been 
maintained 
in 


Sacramento Mr. Cox was never in- 
duces, as have been so many others 
who made their fortunes here, to de- 
sert the city and locate in the metrop- 
olis. In 18S1 he and his partner, -with 
others, became Interested in the bank- 
ing business, and they and others or- 
ganized the California Stato Bank In 
this city. 
Prom the beginning Mr. 


Cox -was one of its directors. 
He be- 


came president of the bank in 1894, 
and held that important trust at the 
tlma of his death. 
He very early de- 


veloped a wise-, prudent, yet not fear- 


ful, 
financial 
ability, and soon after 


his entry into banking became recog- 
nized as one of the most skillful and 
successful financiers in the State. 


In 1857 Mr. Cox was married to Miss j 


Jennie A. Holdbridgo of New York,' 
who came to this State with her par- 
ents in 1852, and located In Sacra- 
mento. 
To them five children were 


born: Crawford J. Cox, now deceased; 
Jennie Cox, wife of George W. Peltier, 
manager of the California State Bank; 
Fredda Cox; Emma Cox. who died In 
Infancy; and Frederick Cox, deceased. 
The family homestead in the south- 
west of this city Is one of the 
best 


known homes In the State, and there 
Mr. Cox passed the happiest days of 
his life, as he was a man of strong do- 
mestic tastes, and for him home had 
attractions none other could equal. 


DEMOCRAT IN POLITICS. 


Mr. Cox was a Democrat in poll-1 


tics and an unswerving one, his Poll- I 
Heal faith never wavering in all the 
tempestuous and shifting activities'in | 
California. 
He wae very prominent i 


in his party and served It frequently 
and ably in positions of trust. 
He 


was Irustqe of the State Library from 
1378 to 1SS2. He served several terms 
upon the State Board of Agriculture, 
and was once its president. 
He was 


elected State Senator from Sacra- 
mento 
county In 1882, and 
served i 


through two regular and one extra 
session. 
In 18S6 his party put him 


forward for the same high office, but 
he declined to run, preferring to de- 
vote himself wholly to business inter- 
ests and his home. Had he decided to 
continue his political career, it is con- 
ceded that he would have become a 
most prominent figure for the govern- 
orship. 


Throughout all his years of activi- 


ty no scandal ever attached to his 
name. He was the soul of honor and 
his word was held to be equivalent to 
his note of hand.

scene of the accident. 
A great force of men was at once put 
to work on the bridge and the officials 
announce that it will be completed be- 
fore noon.

Greene. Gillam and Keith crossed the 
river by the wagon bridge, secured a 
hand-car 
at 
the 
section house and 
started for the scene of the wreclc. 
A 
severe snowstorm came up and, after 
going six miles. 
the 
hand-car 
was 
blocked. 
The physicians then drove to 


the -wreck. 
Moat of the killed were In a caboose 


which was at the rear of the train, with 


a ponderous steel water tank back of 
the caboose. 
The caboose sank down 
deep info the mud and the water car 
plung-ed'/ into the caboose and crushed it 
like an eggshell, catching the people In 
a trap. 
The wreck occurred on ths new line 
being constructed from Casper to the 
Shoshone reservation, which Is to bu 
thrown open to settlement next August. 
Most of the persons killed and In- 
jured were workmen on the 
way 
to 
grading camps. 


NEWS OF WRECK. 


CHEYENNE. Wyo, March 26.—News 
has been received here that nine men 
were killed and twelve Injured last nigh: 
in a wreck of a passenger train on the 
Chicago 
& 
Northwestern 
Railroad, 
thirty miles west of Casper, Wyo. The 
wreck Is slid to have been caused by 
the washing out of a newly-made road- 
bed, the tracks collapsing and the train 
being overturned. 
The railroad bridge 
at Casper has been washed out by a 
spring freshet, it Is reported, and no 
relief can be sent from Ca«per to the 
scene of the wreck.
